"Sixth: Pest control. 
It is false 
economy to cut down on efficient 
fumigation. 
By proper control of in­ 
sect pests the tree is able to yield 
a good crop, where otherwise the 
number of boxes is cut down appre­ 
ciably 
Money spent for good fumi­ 
gation is an economical expenditure. 
As a rule arsenical sprays for the 
control of .scale insects have proven I 
expensive, when the kill is

the fruit. 
“in conclusion, it is economy to in-1 
crease the productivity of the normal] 
tree by giving it proper fertilization 
and keeping the pests in control.

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An exhibit which attracts no end of attention 1b 
the display of products from the Morgan Manufac­ 
turing company, shown in the E street window of 
the California State Bank. 
No finer machine work 
is done in any plant in the country. 
It is of the most 
exact character, it is the product of the very highest 
class of mechanical skill, and therefore the best 
paid labor. 
It is from a plant with a much larger 
capacity for.that kind of work than any other in 
the West. 
It is a distinctly San Bernardino insti­ 
tution, yet not a big factory, in that it employs 
hundreds of people, but it has in it the possibilities 
of the employment of many hundreds, and it has 
that firm foundation on which big establishments 
grow. 
But— 
If San Bernardino ever loses the Morgan plant, 
it will be solely for one reason—that Los Angeles 
offers cheaper power than can he obtained from any 
private corporation,' and Los Angeles is now and 
has been offering power to this particular corpora­ 
tion at less than the State Railroad Commission will 
permit the Southern California Edison Company or 
the Southern Sierras corporation to sell power. This 
is not stated here this morning for the purpose of 
creating the impression that the Morgan plant is 
likely to leave San Bernardino. 
There is no such 
decision, and there is ground for hope there will 
not be, for Mr. Morgan, the genius of the establish­ 
ment, is too well satisfied in San Bernardino. 
But 
it is stated for the purpose of arousing the people of 
San Bernardino and of interior Southern California 
to an appreciation of the plan of the metropolis of 
Southern California to actually and absolutely mon­ 
opolize industrial development within its own bor­ 
ders. The City of Los Angeles ic today paying the 
Southern California Edison Company I 1-4 cents per 
kilowatt hour for power, and selling it to factories at 
7 mills, a net loss of almost BO per cent, which the 
taxpayers of the city pay, perhaps unwittingly, for 
we doubt if any medium of information published in 
that city would dare publish the fact as baldly as 
this.
